Several independent 
complicatior 


have recently been made allowing tt 
number of Trusts which have bee 
formed in this country within the pas 
six months, with tbeir capitalization 
and although considerable discrepanc 
may be tound in the figures, owing t 
the fact that they ara largely estimate. 
baaed upon incomplete information, tb 
totals in all cases are so stupendous an< 
ao far beyond ordinary comprehensio: 
that the variations are small by compar: 
son. In dealing with sums iuvolvin, 
several billion dollars, as it is uecesaar 
to do in these complicated estimates 
it is an easy matter to make errors wluc 
may affect tbe totals to the extent o 
several millions without detection. Sev 
eral weeks ago Tlie Wool ami Coilon He 
porter published a alatetnsnt showiu 
mat since January 1, -187 Truata had 
bean started or projected m the Unite* 
States, having a capitalization ol $7, 
370,783,383; and this aura is divided, ac 
cording to the estimates of the compiler 
into preferred stock o£ $1,628,706,900 a 
common stock of $5,742,075,483. 


The writer stated mat "iu trying U 


determine the capitalization involved i 
waa necessary in several cysea to lesor 
to estimates, and where it was impos 
sible, as in the case of the number of the 
Traats, to aaaert with confidence how 
much of 
the proposed capitalization 


should be credited to preferred stocl 
and how much to common, the entile 
amount was charged up to common 
stock." We believe, however, that it 
tbe majority of cases the Trusts have 
been organized on a basis of about hal 
common and half preferred stock, and i; 
ia generally assumed that the preferred 
stock represents the full value of th< 
properties absorbed. 
In point of fact 


tbe intrinsic values of many rnauufac 
luring plants which have bean taken 
into Trusts are much less than half the 
valuea of tbe nominal rating, and the 
method adopted by The Wool awl Coltm 
Ke2>orter, assuming tbat the pret'rered 
stock represents everything o£ tangible 
value, is probably nearer tbe truth Chan 
,f the capitalization had beea divided 
into equal parts. Tue journal referred 
to saya: -'We are, therefore, forced to 
tbe conclusion that two-thirds of the 
$7,370,783,383 of Trust eapitalizition is 
water,' pure and aimple." 


There is nothing very novel about 


ihese Trusts saya the I'lui't. lino 
Tbeir methods are simple old tricks of 
the trade performed on a much larger 
scale than ever before. As early as 1776 
Adam Smith in his famous book on "Tlic 
Wealth of Nations," vigorously assailed 
combinations in restraint of trade, now 
called Trusts. Tbe modern system of 
Trusts is tbe survival of several former 
comparatively crude attempts to aceom 
plish the same ends, aud, like tbe game 
of modern whist, it beais but a faint 
resemblance to its prototypes. It repre- 
sents the highest skill of the profoundest 
legal minds in eliminating from the plans 
of the combinations faulty features 
which were found to be assailable, and 
in incorporating otbeis which should be 
free from flaws. Notwithstanding al 
this care, however, it is apparent tha1 


the Trusts are not yet invulnerable; for 
already legal steps have been taken by 
ndividuals to prevent the payment of 
dividends on common stock, and some 
of the Western States are now contem- 
plating the enactment of laws to pre- 
vent the operation of these TLUBLS with- 
:n their borders. 


The Lilliputian army of "drummers' 


thrown out of employment by Ibe Trusts 
has been making feeble efforts to fetter 
thia modern Gulliver. The labor organs 
are all arrayed in battle against the 
Trusts on general combative principles 
and there are many indications that tbe 
subject will assume a very prominent 
place in the next Presidential campaign 


Ammunition in tbe shape of statistics 


s now being collected and stored up for 
future use. Every article bearing on 
ihe subject—especially those containing 
figures—is carefully studied and then 
preserved. Tbe great conflict in 1SSO 
was properly called "a campaign of edu- 
cation in finance;" tbe next will be a 
campaign of education in industiial 
economics.

will be our fate if we turn backward and 
begin the descent toward force and con- 
quest 't

cible annexation of the Philippine Is- 
lands is a benevolent undertaking, en- 
tered upon tor the good of the Filipinos. 
Liucoln pointed out that this baa always 
been the argument of kings. To use bis 
words: 'They always bestrode the necks 
of the people, not that they wanted to do 
it, but because the people were better off 
for being ridden.'

Interesting ICailway Statistics. 
To persons who are fond of statistical 


studies the eleventh annual report of tbe 
Statistican of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission Oust published) will afford 
gieat gratification. The report covers 
the year ending June 30,1898, and gives 
statistics of almost every specific feature 
of railroading in the United States, such 
as the number of tniles of railroad com- 
pleted ; the increased mileage in twelve 
months; the number of corporations ; 
the number of roads in the hands of re- 
ceivers ; the mileage in the bauds of re- 
ceiveis; the number of locomotives, 
passenger cars and freight cars; the 
number of cars with automatic brakes; 
the number of employes; tbe capital 
stock; the debts, earnings and divi- 
dends; the number of passengers car- 
ried ; the number killed and injured; the 
number of employes killed and injured ; 
the number ol other persons killed and 
injured, etc. 


The total number of passengers car- 


ried in the year ending June 30,1898, 
exceeded 501,000,COO. The number kill- 
ed was only :S1, or one passenger for 2,- 
222,123 carritd, and the number injured 
was 2,94o, or one passenger for every 
170,152 carried. The total number of 
railway employes was 874,55-t, and the 
number killed 1.958, or one employe out 
of 440. The number injured was 31,- 
761, or one employ out of 27. As many 
of the railroad employes are not exposed 
to injury, the proportion killed and in- 
jured is apparently very large, indeed. 
The figures show that tbe number of 
employes k)lled and injured in one year 
on the railways in the United States is 
greater than the number of persons kill- 
ed and inji'.red in the world's important 
battles. Notwithstanding the fact that 
tbe number of automatic couplers in use 
has been largely increased since 1897, 
there were 2Ga more employes killed and 
4,094 more injured in 1898 than in 1897. 
This ia explained on the ground of in- 
creased business compared with 1897, 
and the statistics bearout tbe statement; 
for there were about 50,000 more rail- 
way employes in 1898 than in 1897. 


Accidents often happen t? employei 


through their own negligence ; for the 
men engaged in coupling cars become 
exceedingly reckless. Daily evidence of 
this is afforded on Hamilton street, 
Philadelphia, where tbe tracks of the 
Beading Bailroad were temporarily laid 
daring the building of the subway. It 
is quite common to see employes stand- 
ing in the middle of tbe track watting 
for a shifting engine to come along, and 
when it reaches them they (step onto 
the low footboard (for these locomotives 
have no "cow-catbers"). A false step 
would probably mean instant death ; but 
tbe risk is taken without the slightest 
hesitation.

Next to Colonel John Walter Smith him- 
self, handsome Ned Warflold was the most 
popular man in the convention, and his 
naming Smith for Governor elicited ap- 
plause which only subsided when the con- 
vention had formerly adopted the latter as 
the Democratic standard bearer in the 
coming State election.

colleagues on the ticket were also unan- 
imously nominated. 


The ticket represents a united party. 


Colonel Smith was elected to Congress last 
fall, redeeming the first or Eastern Shore 
district from the Republicans.

;o the creation and maintenance of a large 
standing army in time of peace, and we in- 
sist upon the supremacy of the civil over 
the military authority, and we demand the 
strictest economy in the collection and dis- 
bursement of the public revenues. 


"We believe in the time-honored doc- 


trine so earnestly impressed upon us by 
the Father of the Republic, of 'peace, 
commerce and honest friendship with all 
nations, entangling alliances with none.' 


"We view with alarm the multiplication 


over the land of such gigantic, industrial 
and commercial trusts, tbe outgrowth of 
Republican legislation, as stifle competi- 
tion, threaten popular government, in- 
crease the cost of living and curtail the in- 
dividual rights of the people, and we favor 
vigorous measures by the State and by 
Congress to repress this great and growing 
evil."

Straw, which is regarded as possessing 


but little value on the farm, is one of the 
most useful materials secured with thi 
wheat. Straw is really valuable, and 
makes excellent food when properly pre 
pared and fed ia connection with hay 
and grain. Straw sometimes costs the 
farmer more than the grain, as it takes 
from the soil a large proportion of the 
elements of fertility, but it returns to 
the farmer, aa food for stock, or as plani 
food in the manure heap, all that ii 
derives while growing 
In a hundred 


pounds of straw are four or five pounds 
ot ash or mineral matter, containing 
potash, lime, soda, phosphoric acid 
magnesia, sulphur, chlorine, etc. The 
use of wheat straw for bedding makes it 
secondary as an aitiele ot food compared 
with bay and fodder, but it is readily 
eaten from the stack by stock as a 
change of food, and when carefully pre- 
pared with the feed cutter, mixed with 
grouud oats, bran or other concentrated 
foods, stock will thrive and grow fat on 
it, as the use of bulky foods by animals 
is due as much to their mechanical ac- 
tion in aiding digestion as to the amount 
of digestible matter contained. When 
straw is reduced to a lino condition for 
bedding purposes and then added to the 
manure heap it is rendered more capa- 
ble of absorbing the liquids, more rapid- 
ly decomposes 
and is more easily 


bandied when the manure is spread. 
Leaving out its value as food, wheat 
straw is valuable for the many uses for 
which it is adapted on the farm. 


Wheat straw is not the only bulky 


material which is given a place below 
bay in the scale ot foods. Bean straw 
contains two and a half per cent, of 
potash, and, although pea straw is also 
valuable, yet it contains more lime than 
potash. 
.Both beaus and peas are 


legumes, and thuve on the same soils, 
delighting also in the same plant foods, 
yec the ash of bean atraw contains more 
potash than tbe ash of pea straw, but 
both crops assist in denving nitrogen 
from the air and yielding it to the soil. 
Oat straw is richer in potash than that 
of wbeat, but the gram of wheat excels 
oats in nearly all the mineral elements, 
while buckwheat is below both. Barley 
contains a larger proportion of potash 
(•ban oats, but oats require more soda 
than does barley. Corn fodder contains 
more potash than bean straw, aud is, 
therefore, more exhausting to tbe soil 
than beans or peas, because the yield ot 
corn fodder is much larger than for 
beansor peas. Othermaterials—such as 
the tops of potatoes, turnips, beets, car- 
rots, the vines of pumpkins, squash and 
melons aud refuse of all kinds — are 
valuable in some forms, in many in- 
stances returning more to the soil on 
decomposition than 
the crops 
from 


which they are removed.

grown mostly for its grain, but the 
straw is also a tax on the land, and must 
necessarily be grown along with the 
grain. The tops of potatoes take from 
the soil a large proportion of potash, tbe 
tubers being but a portion of the expense 
of the crop. The farmer is, therefore, 
compelled to grow some crops—such as 
straw, potato stalks, etc.—involuntarily, 


No crop is worthless on the farm, 


whether marketable or not, as all sub. 
stances derived from tbe soil of the farm 
can be returned thereto, and iu the de- 
composition of the waste materials they 
serve the useful purpose of absorbing 
valuable liquids anil preserving them for 
some succeeding crop. 
If tbe waste 


materials were made to serve as food 
whenever possible their value would be 
increased, but the general rule of feeding 
is to allow tbe best to tbe animals and 
use tte inferior iu the manure heap. A 
better plan would be to use the poorest 
food by improving its quality with some- 
thing better. It an duiinal will relish 
wheat straw and grain at times the most 
economical mode of feeding is to allow 
such ration in place of soruethiug more 
expensivB. If coin lod-lercaa be cut up 
fine or shredded to a condition that ren- 
ders it palatable to cattle it then leaves 
the more valuable bay to be sold. But 
the mam object of the farmer is to have 
everything that is removed from the soil 
leturned to its original source, or an 
equivalent tliereot, aud to do this be 
must attach the tull value to bis corn- 
stalks, straw, vines, vegetable tops and 
even to weeds, aa all have values just as 
surely as the most, profitable crop grown 
to be sold, there being two places on all 
farms for the disposal of crops not con- 
sumed m the fai iner's home, which are 
—the market and tbe manure heap. 
What does not leach the market or is 
consumed at home must (or should) 
reach the manure heap, and the prices 
at both points depend on kindred cir- 
cumstances. 
The farmer who gives 


carelul attention to the best use of the 
cheaper or waste materials will save ex- 
pense and increase his receipts. 


THEKE are many orchards which are 


giving almost no returns for the land 
they occupy, but which might, by a little 
well directed effort, be entirely renovat- 
ed and made to yield as large a profit as 
any part of the farm. 
The chief cause 


of the unfruitfulness of many orchards 
is 
that 
they 
would 
have 
been 


cropped year after year, without any- 
thing having been returned to the land 
in the shape of plant food; and the trees 
have become almost starved to death. 
To renovate such an orchard, first apply 
a good coaling of stable manure. 
It 


should not, simply be piled about the 
trunks of the trees, but should be spread 
evenly over the whole surface of the 
ground. It should then be plowed un- 
der as soon as the land can be worked, 
and the soil then harrowed. 
It may 


then be left for several weeks, when a 
liberal top dressing of wood ashes should 
be applied to furnish potash, for potash 
constitutes a large portion of the wood 
and fruit of the orchard. 
Some such 


crop ri peas or buckwheat should then 
be sown, into which, later on, tbe hogs 
may profitably be turned. 
If the bark 


of the trees has become rough aud moss 
grown, the trunk should be scraped with 
a dull hoe, and then washed with a solu- 
tion of ashes, lime, whale-oil, and soda. 
This will destroy all insects which may 
bave found harbor beneath the bark.

PKEPAKATIOlf OF 


J3OJX FOB WHEAT. 


"The better "the soil isj prepared 'for 
wheat tbe better will be the crop. A 
great deal of wbeat is sown upon soil 
that ia not half prepared, and it is a 
great mistake. It is argued by some 
that it would pay to cultivate wbeat, but 
that is not done in this country to any 
great extent and but imperfectly, and 
probably never will be. All that is done 
for tbe crop, as a rule, must be don 
before tbe seed is put into tbe ground 
and that should be as much work put on 
tbe soil, in its preparation, as is expends 
in the cultivation of cultivated crops. 


Tbe first step toward preparation i 


drainage, if the land is cot natural! 
drained. Wheat wiU not grow on we 
land. None of tbe standard crops will 
It is a settled fact that drainage wi 
greatly increase tbe yield of crops. If i 
would increase the yield only 25 pe 
cent., it would pay to tile. Butitofte 
increases it 50 per cent., and has some 
times increased tbe value of tbe lau 
many fold. 
In wet land the micro 


organisms cannot woik upon tbe humus 
and hence tbe nitrogen is locked up ani 
unavailable. 
It has frequently been 


said, bnt will bear repeating, that when 
ever land will not take in every drop o 
water just where it Tails, there is a necea 
sity of drainage. Tbe highest land on 
the farm may need diainage much mor 
than the lowest land. It may be sc 
compact that moat of the water tha 
falls npon it will inn oS, carrying with 
it the fertility that is upon the surface 
If the soil is too wet it will heave in 
winter, and winter wheat will be great 
ly injured. It ia in such prepaiation o 
the soil that we may hope to increase the 
average yield of wheat from the presen 
ridiculously small quantity. 


In the preparation of tbe seed bed the 


most thorough work is required. Af te: 
plowing, the barrow, or whatever im 
plement the character of the soil may 
require, should be freely used and tli 
work of pulverization continued unti 
tbe soil is fine and loose. Then put on 
the roller, and should a rain come, before 
drilling or sowing, and cruat the surface 
barrow and roll again. 
Some wLea 


growers plow the land, and let it lie fo: 
weeks or even months, working it oc 
casionally with harrow and roller, unti 
pulverization is perfect. 
The whea 


plant has two sets of roots, one extend 
mg downward fiom the seed and tbi 
other extending laterally from the flrs 
joint and lying near the surface. Tin 
downward roots, therefore, should havi 
abundant opportunity for 
an 
easy 


descent. But it is not possible to lay 
down a rule as to the depth of plowing 
for all soils. Generally speaking from 
four to five inches, we think, is about 
the proper depth. Some, however, plow 
only three inches, and that may answer 
if the land has been growing a cultivated 
crop. Early plowing is desirable for bhe 
winter wheat crop.—JOHN II. HOBBS 
in AqricuMural JEpitomist, Indianapolis. 


THE amount of water required for a 


crop is enormous. It is said that a crop 
of corn requires 16 inches of water dur- 
ing the growing season, a large portion 
of which comes from below, having been 
stored in the soil during the winter and 
spring. Every pound of dry matter in 
wheat requires 300 pounds of water for 
its production. Corn requires 350 pounds 
of water for every pound of dry matter 
and oats 500 pounds. But for the large 
amount of water stored ia the soil and 
made available for plants during the 
growing season there would be a deficien- 
cy in the supply if rains were the only 
source of obtaining moisture. 


DEMAND 1'OE HOUSES.

In 1893 there were 18,206,- 


800 horses reported in the United States 
and in 1S9S only 13 960,910, showing a 
decline of 2,302,890 head in five years. 
Horses reached about their lowest level 
in 1897, when the average price was re- 
ported at less than $10 per head. 
In 


1898 values were improved quite a good 
deal. Small, unsound, ill-shaped horses 
are nn mbered with tbe past. Good size 
is demanded in all classes. 
The best 


profits will undoubtedly come to the 
raiser from such animals as exporters 
want and tbe best domestic trade de- 
mands.—Live Stock. 


A Chapter 011 Cofl'ee. 


A pretty story of the introduction of 


coffee into the Western Hemisphere is 
mile to the point since our new posses- 
sions have so bountifully produced ii in 
the past. 


There was a time when this "assisted 


emigrant," though so nobly self-support- 
ng whan it has the opportunity, was a 
lender slip and likely to perish of thirst. 
In 1714 Louis XIV was presented with a 
single coffee plant for his botanical gar- 
den by an Amsterdam Magistrate. It 
was nourished tenderly and in time slips 
Lrom it were sent to Martinique—no 
doubt subrosa—to the Dutch, the Dutch 
having long controlled the cultivation of 
coifee and guarded it jealously lest it be 
:uluvated on islands not under their con- 
trol. 
On the way to Martinique the 


botanist in charge, the ship's supply of 
water getting low, shared half his own 
daily allowance with the precious plants. 
Responding to his kindness, they were 
loon growing nicely in Martinique. 
In 


lue time these slips produced their frag- 
rant white flowers—they grow at the 
roots of the leaves—and these presently 
changed into the berries, each with its 
rwo grains of coffee. Prom Martinique 
,he coffee journeyed to Puerto Rico and 
Huba. 


Now Puerto Eico alone annually ex- 


ports about $9,000,000 worth of this high- 
y-esteemed bean. 
The plant grows 


wild in some parts of Africa. 


THE COBN STAIK BSDUSTKT. 


Further investigation of the uses to 


which corn stalks are being put, develops 
be fact that six different commodities 
are being manufactured from this pecu- 
iar feature of the "white man's burden." 
Besides cellulose—which, as soon as wa- 
er touches it, swells and works automat- 
cally in stopping leakages in ships—card 
hoard, a fine grade of paper, a cattle 
food, glue and a foundation for dyna 
mite are taken from the stalk. 
It is 


claimed that when coarse meal made 
rom cornstalks, is cooked and sweeten- 
ed with molasses, it makes an elegant 
ood for cattle. 
In addition to tbe two 


'actories now existing for the manufac- 
ture of corn stalk products, five others 
ire said to be contemplated.
